H ouses were looted, women beaten and 
killed and finally the priestly leaders 
of the riot enjoined the populace to 
bring all the rem aining Babis to them 
or the governor 
for 
Judgment. 
The 
governor refused at first to yield to the 
threats of the mob. but his palace wa* 
surrounded by m enacing men and the 
following day he consented. 
One Baht 
taken before him w as blown from the 
mouth of a cannon and an o th er wa* 
killed and dragged through the town. 
Order, it is reported, h as been restored, 
but the B abis who escaped are in hid­ 
ing. 
Yezeed has a population of 40,000. 
It Is a walled city, surrounded by a 
deep trench, and is fam ous for its ba­ 
zaars A m ong the population arc m any 
parsecs (fire w orshipers), this being 
nearly the only place in P ersia w here 
they inhabit.
